Tha 
streets are crowded with soldiers 
who ran back and forth on 
etrands presumably of grast im- 
portance, while. civilians stand 
around in groups gesticulatiog 
wildly, Bfartial Iaw hes been 
declared and a public Procta- 
mation issaed by the Governor. 
The canse of all this excitement. 
we learn, is the presence ofasmall 


quietly slipped into the harbour 
sod snchored off: Wan Chai 
Reports from authentic sources 
state the local government bes 
given the Captain of the torpedo 
boat an ultimatum. If the boat! 
does not return toa place assigned 
to it by the Harbour Master by 
twelve o'clock noon, the Macao 
Government threstens to take 
drastic action. 

On the Chinese side everything 
remains as usual. No reisforce- 
ments .have arrived and the 
Garrison watches the antics of 
the Portuguese with mild, dis- 
interested surprise. A prominent 
merchant of Macao attributes 
the nervousness of the officials 
to the fact that there are 
so many bad characters in 
Macao — robbers, pirates and 
berdits who escape from the 
interior and make their nests. io 
Macao. tbat the Portuguese fear 
internal disturbances if trouble 
were to break out between 
Kwangtong and Macao.

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THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 


Matters are not proceeding too happily in relatiun to 
the Washingtob Conference. Svarcely have Japan's queries 
as to what is and what is not to be considered been disposed 
of than a difficulty crops up regarding the intention of the 
United States Government in reference to the agenda. the 

, latest report being that America proposes te place disarma- 
ment first whfen the natural thing would appear to be to 
first settle the srcblems of the Far East and tlhe Pacific. 
Then we read that China, who is at the centre of the 
problem, ts piqued at the limited role which -her American 

+ friends contempiate for her. at the Conference. and may 
even withdraw. Again,a deal of discussion is in the air 
with regard to répresentatives at the Conference, the 
selectivu iv regard to Britain io particolar being still a 
matter of speculation, and the Premier's withdrawal seems 

- to have caused America much disappointment. 
Taken in conjunction, these various circumstances are 


some'that disconcerting; it is not surprising if at moments|; te 


peuple lapse into pessimism and think that the Conference 
will enl io something like a fiasco. Hopes of the highest 
kind have resied upori Washington. The League of 
Natioas has been handicapped from the start through the 
defection of America. Here was an opportunity to 
accomplish what the old assemblies at The Hague. the 
post-war conferences at Paris respecting the Peace Treaty, 
and the League of Nations proved. futile to consummate. 
But we cannot believe that such misgivings respecting 
the Conference are well-founded. America will surely be 
‘amenable in regard to. the agenda, the nations must see 
that China,js given a.“ proper show” (they must see to this 
in their own as well as China's interests. otherwise the 
chief point of the Conference would be lost). and while 
Mr. Lieyd George's absence is on some grounds to 4 
regretted it should be quite possible to make up an efficient 
British" team.” We would fain conclude that what look 
like adverseomens are but passing clouds. It may be that the 
hopes reposed it the Conference have been placed a little 
too biyt—we don't say they have; but the essential condi- 
tion is that the potentialities of the Conference ‘should be 
given every scupe, not nipped tn the bud. 

The Governments bive been a goud deal exercised. as 
might have beet: expected, in regard to the selection of their 
representatives. [fn both Japan and China it has been 
urged that as the other nations will be sending their 
Premiers the Far Eastern Powers should do the same— 
an argument that luses sume of its furce with the reported 
enforced withdrawal of Mr. Lloyd George. It is a ques- 
) tion primarily for the countries themselves. but while there 

| may be a case for Mr. Hara’s inclusion. it is no disrespect 
to Chin Yung Peng to say that he is not a force in world 

politics. In the hands of diplomatists with Western 
experience, like Mr. Sze and Dr. Wellington Koo, 

reinforced by Dr. Yen, China’s Foreign Minister, China's 

interests sould probably be in better keeping. In regard 

‘to the British delegation, semebody has made the belated 
discovery that the programme “ may ” require the appoint- 

Ment of a British representative specially qualified to 
discuss Chinese questions. As far as members of the

To that wo have no objection 
seeing that most of the 
brokers hava either offices or 
business in tha street and can 
scarcely be denied the use of 
their vebicles, But we do setious- 
ly suggest that all through ricksha 
traffic should be suspended until 
such time as the road is free of 
the present obstructions, On 
Saturday morning, at least during 
tha busx hours from tea to twelve, 
traffic was at times hung up in 
almost hopeless confusion and to 
walk through the street at all 
was an annoying experience. 
The road has been closad to motar 
trafic for some roonths past and 
we donot think it would be asking 
tod much of our Traffic Dapart- 
ment if it forbade all through 
vehicular traifie—at least u til 
the cable laringisfinished. We fecl 
sure our brokers would appreciate 
such an order and we do not think 
the ricksha-riding public would 
ba very much inconvenienced by 
baing made to use either 
Wardley Street or Pedder Street 
whilst travelling from Queen's 
Rozd to Des Venr Koad. The 
difference in distances is not so 
Great that it could be seriously 
objected to. > .
